The jury rctirod, and were out thii te<'ii min- 
utes. But one ballot was takei^ A verdict 
of guilty was found, with a recommendation 
to mercy. The aged prisoner's head dropped. 
He was removed to Ludlow-gtreet jail. Sen- 
tence will hv passed July 13. The panalty is 
not more than ten years at hard labor, or a 
fine of f.'i.OX), or both. A new trial will be 
askeiL Jacob Sharp's crime was bribing a 
ring of aldermen in the board of IbM to 
obtain the franchise for the Broadway street 
railroad over other competitors. The bribe 
money aggregated $.500,000. For receiving 
the bribe several aldermen are already in 
Sing Sing, serving out ten-year Hentences, 
others are still awaiting trial, and a number 
are in Canada or Euro|ie. 

As the prisoner sat in a largo easy chair 
in the warden's office this morning he ap- i 
(Kiared to lie in deep thoughL He looked 
]ialer than yest^^rday, but quiet and out- 
wardly gave no sign that he is greatly dis- 
turlied by tlio thought that the sontence, 
which he will receive, will more than likely 
prove a life sentence.

He arose at T -Hl and 
tiK)k a li^^ht brtiakfast, consisting of a ulass 
of milk and two pan cakes. He ate without 
relish, thoii/h, as a man who d<x;s it from 
neooKiiity. .^fra. Sharp clid not close her 
ryes during the long v^ary night, and 
l(X)kjd itiuk with fati);u«. Mr. Sharp has 
little conversation with her or anyone in 
particular, every precaution having been 
taken to make sure of the safety of the pris- 
oner. One keu|>er remains on duty in the 
office all night, and two in the corridors of 
the jail, while the warden occupies a room 
atljoining Siiarp'a with the door wide open. 
Up to noon to-day Sharp had no visitors 
and had not s|>oken a dozen words. Wanlen 
Keating says he eats scarcely anything 
and only seems to relish the milk he driaka.

The 
cfowd was addressed by D. B. Logan, 
leader of the Sheriff's posse, in which be 
was very plain in expressing the feeling 
existing axainst all men violating the 
law. Address was also made by Dr. 
0'Mshoney,of Lexington, which waa hear- 
tily endorsed by all. Greene Nickels, a 
Rowan Oonntj lawyer, also addressed 
the crowd. The raaolotions adopted were 
the samr as heretofore mentioned* All 
ia quiet in Rowan. There was alao an 
artld* rfgnad by all partteathatattandad 
the meeting to help protect the citizens, 
and about 170 was Dwde up for the bene- 
fit of Dolph Madden, th» maa wovadad 
in the late trouble. 

In speaking of the meeting the cor- 
raapondent of the Cindanatt Enquirer 
aays: "The resolutions were adopted 
without a dissenting voice, the three or 
four hundred men, witbout distinction 
of party, heartily indorsing them. In the 
oontaa o< his apaeeh D. B. Logan earn- 
estly advised every body to mitke friends 
with his naighbar if they were not friaad- 
ly, and not to taka to tba braah and 
shooting for a trifling cauae, nor for any 
cauae. He made tba meeting pledge hiat 
to haat to the daalh, tf aaoaamy. aay 
man who shoiiM wreak vengeance upon 
any of those engaged in the war of June 
tlak At the eoaelaalon of the qMakftag 
the papers on which were written the 
resolutions were paaaed around among 
the aadiaaea aad aaarly tbraa baadfod 
aignatarea were obtained. 

"Some of the men signing the said 
artidea of agreement were white-haired 
old men, who had not been to town for 
nearly a year. The day was observed as 
a sort of a jubilee. Logan retained a firm 
grip with bis volunteer police on tha 
order of the dty, and he controlled the 
whisky traffic with a firm hand and un- 
beoding will. The ladiea came in from 
the floaatry on hoiaabaek and want shop- 
ping with a freedom and safety from 
affront that they had not known ia yaara. 
Tba narehaata, la oanaaqaaaoa, aia do- 
ing a rushing business. 

" Indeed, these gentlemen are now 
hopefal that Morehead will have a boom, 
and with peace secured becomt what she 
uoce promised to be— the most promising 
town bttwaaa Lasfagtoa aad Hnatiag- 
taa." 



Prohibition in Flaming. 
A taw weaha age it waa annoanoad 

that the liquor men in Fleming had 
found a way by which they would be en- 
ebled to boat the prohibition law. Their 
plan was to import the liquor from for- 
eign countries, and aell it in the original 
packages. They were told that the Gov- 
ernment gnarantead thia prlrelege to all 
imnorters, in local option towna and 
everywhere else. It seems, however, 
that they are doomed to diaappointment 
In anawar to a eommaaicatioa from a 
Memphis firm, Secretary Fairchild has 
written that the Treasury Department, 
under ita mlaa, oaaaot nadartaka to da> 
cide the question submitted as to wheth- 
er wines and liquors imported from for- 
eign countries into Blaine, can, after the 
payment of duty, be withdrawn from the 
custom-house and sold in original packa- 
ges in that State, under the pr ot a attoa of 
tbeTreaanry Department. 

Tne Timea-Democrat in speaking of tha 
matter says: "In the first place it was 
absurd to believe that the law would give 
importers any special privileges not 
guaranteed to home tnanufacturers, and 
in tha next place the law doea not guar- 
antee to any maa axamptioaa from the 
police rcgulatioaa of tha aaetloa ia which 
be lives."
